Project Summary

The proposed project is a buried fiber-to-the-premises (FTTP) connecting from downtown

Atchison to the campus of Atchison Hospital on the southern edge of the City. The project
will provide enhanced fiber service to this critical access hospital facility, though there are

other institutions and residential properties along the route that will also benefit.

The proposed project would be a Fiber to the Home build within the city limits of the town
of Effingham, Kansas.

The proposed project would be a Fiber to the Home build within the city limits of the town
of Lancaster, Kansas.

This project will bring Gig service to the entire community of Pine Village. They are currently
underserved with 15/1 copper DSL service. The opportunity to utilize this grant will give not
only an anchor institution for the community advanced broadband access, but it will
support one of the largest employers in the community giving access to top quality internet
service that will help with employee retention and recruitment.

This project will bring Gig service to the Waste Water Treatment Facility as well as service to
several businesses and residences. The area proposed is currently underserved with 15/1
maximum copper DSL service.

Hybrid fiber-wireless solution to provide fast, affordable, low latency internet access with
no data caps to underserved/unserved portions of Jewell County. This area requires a Fixed
Wireless solution with surgical targeting to deliver service to these underserved residents.
Broadband service to McFarland, KS and the surrounding area using a fiber-to-the-premise
(FTTP) Gigabit Passive Optical Network (GPON) that would provide broadband speeds of up
to 1Gbps down / 1Gbps up.

Broadband infrastructure enhancements at 27 Care Collaborative member locations across
the state to enable tele-health and tele-medicine services for patients. It also supports 250
devices with connectivity for patients that do not have access to telehealth.

Hybrid fiber-wireless solution to provide fast, affordable, low latency internet access with
no data caps to underserved/unserved portions of Republic County. This area requires a
Fixed Wireless solution with surgical targeting to deliver service to these underserved
residents.

The Scott City Main Street Fiber Project will, upon completion, deliver Broadband access
over fiber with speeds of up to 250 Mps upload and download to anchor points, businesses
and homes on about 1.5 miles of Main Street in Scott City, KS. The pilot project was
suspended due to reallocation of funds to Covid19 response and only needs to meet a
funding shortfall in order to proceed. We are requesting funds for completion of mid span
splicing and fiber runs to the County Courthouse/Administrative building. Wheatland
intends that this project will demonstrate the feasibility and benefits of business district
fiber buildouts to Wheatland Electric Cooperative’s Membership and lead to similar projects
in the future.

The addition of three fixed wireless systems in its regulated ILEC service area. These
systems will be based in Haviland (Kiowa County), Nashville (Kingman County) and Conway
Springs (Sumner County).

S&A's Lyon County Broadband project will deploy broadband to an unserved community in
the center of Americus.

This project will offer high-speed internet service to the North East corner of Allen County.
There are approximately 267 residences and businesses in the area covered by this site. The
businesses are farms and ranches. The majority of the potential customers in the area can
receive only satellite internet.

Construct a hybrid fiber-coax (HFC) network in the Sycamore Ridge Estates subdivisions in
Lansing

This proposal assists two primary needs in this region. One, it overlays 100mbps fiber in
strategic locations throughout the region to provide maximal coverage for very underserved
households. These households often do not even have access to mobile data or telephone
coverage. Two, it deploys a fiber optic route needed to serve homes along the way with
fiber to the premise, connecting towers to high capacity services from Pratt and Dodge City,
and finally, provides a backbone as a basis for further fiber to the home investments in
coming funding opportunities such as RDOF and another round of CARES funding.

This project will improve broadband connectivity and enhance the socioeconomic,
educational and workforce development opportunities available to 6 rural/farms along the
route and, 14 businesses, 6 critical community facilities and 234 households in Alta Vista.
School rooftops and on-site towers were central to the design, combined with co-location
on existing structures results in the most efficient plan for deployment. Upon network
activation, the school will be given an allotment of free connectivity vouchers to distribute
to those students they deem most in need of connectivity at their homes to participate in
any remote learning. This voucher is for 12 months of service and includes all home
equipment and costs associated with residential installation.

RG FIBER proposes to bring fiber internet to Spring Hill, Kansas, located in Johnson and
Miami Counties. Our proposal will take this community from the 3rd slowest to one of the
fastest.

Increased bandwidth to underserved areas of rural Hillsdale, KS. Expansion of our rural fiber
footprint will enable Mokan Dial to easily serve rural Hillsdale with reliable, fast broadband.

This project is designed to install fiber, along with the necessary network components,
between the Finney County Health Department, Emergency Medical Services (EMS), the
County Administrative Building, and the County Fairgrounds.

The location of this project will span all of Chanute city utility service areas. We will deploy a
Fiber GPON-based network that will facilitate wireless access as well as in-home fiber
service at 10 Gigabit-per-second speeds.

This project includes building out broadband services to 550 new and currently unserved
homes throughout Kansas. Two of these locations are in Shawnee County-north of Topeka;
two of these locations are in Sedgwick County-Derby, Kechi/Valley Center; and one location
is near Dodge City. Cox Communications plans to provide fiber to the home in four of these
projects and hybrid fiber coax for one project.

The City of Marion proposes to install a fiber-based telecommunications ring through the
Marion Industrial Park, thereby enabling connection speeds of up to 1Gb for each business
(present and future) in the park. The Industrial Park consists of 21 lots, 7 of which are
occupied or under contract.

This project provides direct, private fiber connectivity to three clinics in support of distance
medicine and telemedicine. This project also supports enhanced, dedicated Internet
services to the public library and three education locations in support of distance learning,
as well as two CAl's allowing the community to offer free Internet access, via a "Hot Spot"
to it's citizens who lack access to broadband, or adequate broadband service at their
residence.

The tower would provide emergency communications, both voice and digital connectivity,
for county and state First Responders operating within Jefferson County and allow greater
coordination with state and neighboring county emergency agencies. The tower will provide
a platform for internet service providers to provide increased services to the entire county
but would benefit those areas of the county which currently have limited or no cell or data
service.

KanOkla proposes to build a direct fiber connection to the new site for the Sumner County
Hospital Dist No.1 to be able to expand and provide more local services including
telemedicine for the county residents. Coinciding with the fiber build from the KanOkla
central office, we have offered to also bore the required water line for construction cost
efficiency since they are in the same route.

This project would provide high speed fixed wireless internet to farms, students, and
businesses within Hodgeman County.

Fiber to premise to achieve reliable and adequate fiber connectivity to Garden City Regional
Airport.

RG FIBER proposes to bring fiber internet to rural Douglas and Johnson Counties. RG FIBER
proposes an underground all-fiber network installed in conduit.

The goal is to provide our caregivers with the ability to bring needed telehealth services to
their patients, no matter their location in Dickinson County, by equipping nurses and
providers with FirstNet enabled ipads, which will allow for real-time telehealth
communication with doctors and other healthcare providers.

This ‘middle mile’ project in Wyandotte would connect existing Unified Government fiber
infrastructure the municipalities of Bonner Springs, Edwardsville and Kansas City, KS. The
local government fiber backbone project would supply fiber to curb at countywide public
safety and emergency management locations, supply backbone infrastructure to municipal
facilities in Bonner Springs and Edwardsville, connect the three major municipalities within
county to leverage shared functions, extend dark fiber capacity to an underserved portion
of the county, and strengthen the county and the State of Kansas’ regional connectivity to



the greater Kansas City metro for Next Gen 9-1-1 dispatch connections and operation green
light.
